Arts Confer Troupe fo

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate has approved a 874.8-bil- 
lion defense spending bill, larg- 
est since World War D, after 
defeating a provision to halt 
U.S. bombing in Indochina but 
adopting a warmed-over 1971 
end-the-war amendment. 


By a 55-38 vote Monday, the 


Senate defeated Sen. William 
Proxmire's amendment to de- 
lete from the bill some 82 bil- 
lion earmarked for U.S. bomb- 
ing in Indochina. 


Then it adopted by voice vote 


the same end-the-war language 
which paased Congress last 
year and which President Nix- 
on has ignored. 


Nevertheless, Sen. Charles 


Mathias, R-Md., insisted that 


attaching the 1971 language to 
the defense spending bill would 
prevent the money from being 
spent in less the prescribed 
steps were taken to end the 
war. 


But Sen. John L. McClellan, 


D-Ark., chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee, said the 
Mathias amendment "doesn't 
mean a thing. It's completely 
redundant, just a restatement 
of what is the law of the land 
today." 


The amendment repeats the 


language proposed by Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 
field and attached to a military 
procirement bill last year. 


The amendment urges the 


President to set a date for with- 
drawal of all U.S. forces from 
Indochina if Hanoi releases 
American prisoners of war and 
accounts for GIs misstrt? in ac- 
tion. It also urges the President 
to seek a negotiated cea?e-fire. 


When Nixon signed the bill 


containing 
the Mansfield 


amendment nearly 11 months 
ago, he called the end-the-war 
urgings "without binding force 
or effect." 


Arguing for his amendment 


to cut off monev for bombing, 
Proxmire, D-Wis., labeled the 


bombing immoral, ineffective 
and wasteful. 


"A record of inhumanity 


against the yellow man has 
been riveted into the con- 
sciousness of Asians for gener- 
ations," he stated. 


The bill, as finally passed by 


a 704 vote,, also includes ISO 
million to turn over Army KP 
duties to civilians and funds for 
major new weapons programs. 
The bill now goes to a confer- 
ence committee to resolve dif- 
ferences between the House 
and Senate versions. 


Some $4 billion had been cut 


from White House requests for 
military salaries, replacement 
equipment, new weapons pro- 
grams, reseerch and develop- 
ment. 


Senators voted 46 to 28 to de- 


feat an amendment by Sen. 
Philip Hart, D-Mich., to reduce 
the entire appropriation by 9 
per cent, letting the Pentagon 
choose where to cut. Hart ar- 
gued the move would have 
saved $3.7 billion to spend on 
urgently needed domestic pro* 
grams.

Committee probe into break-in rejected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


proposed full-scale congression- 
al investigation of the break-in 
at Democratic headquarters in 
the Watergate Hotel was re- 
jected today by the House 
Banking Committee. 
The vote was 20 to 1$. 
Chairman Wright Patman, D- 


Tex., of the House committee 
proposed the inquiry, saving 
"harassment »l opposition polit- 
ical parties through espionage 
and other means" has no place 
in American politics. 


But the investigation proposal 


was denounced from both the 
Republican and Democratic 
sides of his committee. Critics 
said it would violate the rights 
of thoae already indicted in the 
break-in and bugging. Republi- 
cans contended, too, it would be 
a witch hunt. 


"Politics should stay out of 


Justice," said Frank J. Braaco, 
D-N.Y., one of a number of 
Democrats who Joined Republi- 
cans in opposing the Watergate 
probe. 


Rep. Garry Brown, R-Mich., 


asked each committee member 
to consider whether "the politi- 
cal benefit which we hope to 
derive" from the probe Justifies 
the risk of Jeopardizing the gov- 
ernment's case against the Wa- 
tergate defendants. 


Patman proposed that his

WASHINGTON (AP) - State 


and local government*—for 
which revenue sharing is being 
enacted—already are running a 
substantial budget surplus, an 
economic study reports. 


The surplus would increase 


wider either President Nixon's 
or Sen. George McGovern's es- 
poused programs, but the in- 
crease would be larger under 
the McGovern plan, concluded 
the report commissioned by the 
private research organisation, 
American Enterprise Institute. 


The report suggests that the 


830-billion, five-year revenue- 
sharing program will be taking 
effect just as the strain on the 
state and local governments, 
wdoubtedly severe during the 
1960s, is easing. 


The report was written before 


McGovern, the Democratic 
presidential nominee, added to 
his proposals an extra $4 billion 
in emergency aid for cities. 
Even so, it estimated an aggre- 
gate 1980 surplus for the state- 
local government sector of $61.1 
billion under the McGovern 
budget, and $20.6 billion under 
the Nixon budget. 


While acknowledging that 


some states and local units still 
face fiscal problems, such as 
those resulting from loss of 
population, movement of in- 
dustry and the need to equalise 
school spending, the study con- 
cluded: 


"The problem is now one of 


bringing federal aid to state 
and local governments more in 
line with their over-all future 
needs, not the needs of the 
past, and to see that such aid 
goes to those states, cities and 
towns where real fiscal distress 
remains." 


Under the present revenue- 


sharing bill, need is one of sev- 
eral factors determining dis- 
tribution of funds, but all states 
and essentially all local govern- 
ment units are eligible for 
some funds. 


The economic study com-

Naval 
strikes 
denied 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


retired commander of U.S. Pa- 
cific forces has denied that 
Navy pilots made inauthorixed 
air strikes against North Viet- 
nam or lured enemy antiair- 
craft fire in order to Justify 
their bombing. 


Adm. John S. McCain Jr. 


made the statement to news- 
men Monday after briefing a 
group of House members on the 
situation in Vietnam. 


It was his first public com- 


ment since his closed-door 
testimony last week before the 
Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee on allegations that Navy 
pilots—as well as Air Force pi- 
lots commanded by Gen. John 
D. Lavelte—made unauthorised 
strikes. 


"Under the rules of engage- 


ment they couldn't strike back 
unless the enemy did something 
first," McCain said. 


But McCain refused to say if 


an enemy "radar lock-in" on 
an American plane was consid- 
ered hostile action. 


McCain also denied that 


Navy pilots did any trolling- 
flying a reconnaissance plane 
over enemy positions in order 
to lure antiaircraft fire so U.S. 
attack planes could make 
strikes Justified under air-war 
rules in effect at that time.

Lavelle mentioned the alleged 
Navy trolling several times, 
saying at one point: "I was 
aware the Navy tactic was 
trolling to draw fire and then 
they would hit their preplanned 
targets there."

1 believe in America, 
but I've been thinking' 
Charles tells newsmen

"I believed in my country 


and I still believe in it. That's 
why I went to war," says Navy 
Lt. (j.g.) Norris Charles. "But 
I've done some more thinking." 


Charles, one of three Ameri- 


can officers freed by North 
Vietnam two weeks ago, told a 
news conference Monday that 
he would work for the end of 
the war and the release of the 
POWs "in uniform or out." 


"It's my belief that these 


men will be returned as soon as 
the war is terminated," he said 
in San Diego, Calif., as he left 
theBalboa Naval HeapMalafter- 
a three-day stay. 


He did not elaborate on how 


he timajht the war should be 
ended or detail his own plans 
beyond saying that he did not 
plan to Join any antiwar group 
or endorse a presidential 
candidate. 


Like the two other freed pi- 


lots—Navy Lt. Markham Gar- 
tley and Air Force Maj. Ed- 
ward K. Elias-Chnrtes had 
been hospitalised since his re- 
turn undergoing medical tests 
and debriefing. 


Although he lost 16 pounds 


diring his 8H months in prison, 
doctors say Charles is in good 
health. He said his treatment in 
North Vietnam waa "pretty 
good" and medical care was 
"very adequate." 


Charles, who lives in San 


Diego, was a radar officer in a 


fighter plane when he waa shot 
down over North Vietnam last 
Dec. 
30. In prison camp, 


Charles said, he "read ia> on a 
lot of issues. 


"You read books published in 


America about the war, Rut- 
sian philosophy, American phi- 
losophy. You were allowed to 
draw your own conclusions. A 
lot of POWs have different 
views," he said. 


After the news conference 


Charles, his wife Olga. and 
their daughter Kirsten went 
home. Signs on the bouae pat 
up by neighbors read, "Wel- 
come Home Mr. Chartea" and 
"We all love you Charlea." 


In Jacksonville, Fla., military 


intelligence personnel continued 
debriefing Lt. Garttey about hto 
four years in North Vietnamese 
prisons. 


He was not available to news- 


men Monday but he brought 
good news to one prisoner of 
war wife. Mrs. Byron Fuller 
said Garttey told her he had 
seen her husband in a priaon 
camp in 1988.

Podiatrist warns 
of perils of 'wedges' 


NEW YORK (AP)

Those platform or wedgie 
shoes in their dashing col- 
ors may be the fashion fad, but 
according to some 


They're bad for the feet. 
"The foot caa't function 


properly with this type of 
shoe," says Dr Monroe Jacobs, 
president of the Podiatry 
Society of the State of New 
York. 


"The foot is made up of a 


•umber of joints, requiring free 
movement, and must have a 
grasping-type shoe to function 
properly. 


•'This rigid, tall pU'forrn 


shoe — some with five-inch 
heels set on three-inch plat- 
forms — are changing walking 
habits of many women, 
Dr. 


Jacobs goes on. "ll's forcing 
them to shuffle along or rely on 
a stilt-like gait It's the only 
way they can get around." 


The shoe lias a fiat, immov- 


able sole, he said, which pre- 
vents the free movement feet 
must have to function in a 


acslthy manner. 


Jacobs, who reports in- 


creased complaints directly re- 
lated to the new shoe, also sa>; 
persons wearing platform shoes 
eipose themselves to "skiing- 
type accidents " 


The high platform sole and 


heel with space in between is 
the most dangerous, he says, 
noting that persons wearing 
them can catch their foot walk- 
ing stairs, and precipitate a 
fracture. 


"If you caught your heel like 


that, you would have the same 
type accident as when skiing," 
says Jacobs "You get the sud- 
den jolt — and you could frac- 
ture or have a sudden dis- 
placement of a bone. 


The shoe is not flexible, you 


can't move the sole — and the 
foot is in a foreign environ- 
ment, he says, adding: 


"Joints that should flex when 


a person walks cannot. As a 
result, if there's dormant condi- 
tion in a joint, it will be stimu- 
lated and possibly develop other 
problems.'

Stoneman stole some of the 
spotlight with the second no-hit- 
ter of his major league career, 
defeating the New York Mets 7- 
0 in the first game of a twi- 
night doubkheader. The Mets 
won the second game, 2-1- 


Elsewhere on an abbreviated 


schedule Monday, the Chicago 
Cubs defeated Philadelphia 4-3 
in the National League, Mil- 
waukee took the New York 
Yankees 6-1 and the Chicago 
White Sox tripped Minnesota ft- 
4 in the American League. 


Mickey Lolich struck out 15 


batters and limited Boston to 
six hits while Aurelio Rodriguez 
drove in three runs for the 
Tigers with a homer and two 
singles.

Emergency care: 


Weakest link in health care 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Doc- 


tors were alarmed when they 
saw the burned and battered 
17-year-old youth wheeled Into 
the hospital emergency room. 


On a bet he had climbed a 


utility pole to rural Georgia. 
The electrical Jolt at the top 
burned Ms shirt off. The 304oot 
fall broke nfebjc* and,,****. 
ribs. One lung was punctured. 


But the doctors' alarm multi- 


plied when the ambulance driv- 
er boasted how by himself he 
had handled the emergency. He 
dragged the youth M yards to 
the ambulance, then rushed to 
the hospital without iinmobiUs- 
ing the victim on a back board 
to spare possible aggravation 
from broken bones grinding 
and cutting within the youth's 
body. 


The youth was relatively for- 


. tunate. He lost an arm to the 
electrical burn, but bis other in- 
juries mended without crippling 
damage. 


But another 00,000 parsons 


were not so fortunate last year. 
That's the number of heart at- 
tack, accident and other vic- 
tims of sudden illness who 
could have lived if given proper 
emergency care, according to 
the Department of Health. Edu- 
cation and Welfare. 


"Emergency medical service 


is one of the weakest links to 
the delivery of health care to 
the nation," said the National 
Academy of Sciences to a 
March study. 


The conclusion is echoed re- 


peatedly to government reports 
and testimony before Congress. 


The academy estimated more 


than 20,000 of the 2S.40C ambu- 
lances to the country are of the 
hearse, limousuie or station wa- 
gon type "inadequate to apace 
and equipment." The Depart- 
ment of Transportation esti- 
mated that 93 par cant of the 
nation's ambulances dont have 
equipment specified to Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons stand- 
ards. 


An HEW survey showed five 


per cent of the nation's ambu- 
lance 
attendants have no 


training to first aid. And watte 
almost two-thirds of the attend- 
ants have 
completed the 


equivalent of an advanced first 
aid course, the most recent sur- 
vey showed only about five per 
cent of all attendants measured 
up to the more stringent re- 
quirements proposed by the 
federal government. 


The survey found that once to 


ambulances and on their way 
to hospitals, 40 per cent of the 
victims received no emergency 
health care. 


The science academy recom- 


mended that every ambulance 
be equipped with a radio sysr 
torn so that hospitals could be 
provided with information OB 
what sort of injuries to expect 
and to permit hospital doctors 


to monitor a patient's vital 
signs. 


Less than 7 per cent of the 


nation's ambulances can com- 
municate with hospitals, ac- 
cording to HEW. 


And once at the hospital, 


mare ia no guarantee of 
prompt, top-notch care. The 
American Hospital Aasootottaa 
reported that about half the na- 
tion's hospitals do not have a 
baafe capability for emergency 


The American College of Sur- 


goons' suggested standards for 
emergency departments call 
for every patient to be seen by 
a doctor within 19 minutes. 


The standards also suggest 


that every emergency dspart- 
ment be open 24 hours a day 
and that a doctor aae ovary 
patient. 


But the Americao Hospital 


Association found that only 17 
per cent of the hospitals with 
emergency rooms are staffed 
by a doctor on duty 14 hours a 
day.

Eugene Wilbur, 
from Columbia Cross Roads, 
Pa., had sat across that tinte a 
dosen timea in the past four 
and one half yean, watching 
faces of free men flit by as he 
waited for hia turn. 


Wi&ur and the six others 


were all U J. pilots shot down 
over North Vietnam and held in 
prisoner of war camps. I was 
with a delegation of four Amer- 
ican antiwar activists in Hanoi 
to escort home three pilots re- 
leaasd by the North Vietna- 


At the last moment of our 


teiHlay visit we were sum- 
moned to a Government build- 
ing in downtown Hanoi. We 
were ushered into a long room 
and saw tables crowded with 
bear bottles and glasses. 


A few seconds later they 
came in, aeven men with hands 
outstretched and facea beam- 
kig. They ware more eager to 


see us than any other men I 
had ever met. 


Two North Vietnamese offi- 


cials sat in the room with us. 
Reporters and television cam* 
eras flooded in for the first five 
minutes. The affair waa ob- 
,ykwsly carefully orchestrated 
bythe North 
7 Vietnamese, the 


pilots handpicked for the meat- 
ing.But only a master impres- 
sario could have created the 
spontaneous burst of feeling 
that had the pilots in bear bugs 
with their American visitors. 


It is known that most of the 


approsimately 400 U.S. pilots 
officially reported held in North 
Vietnamese prison camps dont 
wish to meet with visiting Jour- 
naliste and U.S. antiwar activ- 
ists. Apparently they arc fear- 
ful of being labted as collabora- 
tors. 
The Pentagon, however, says 


it will not hold pilots respon- 
sible for statements made white 
in prison. And watching thaw 
seven men animatedly dis- 
cussing their tetters, and fami- 
lies, and prison life, I felt it 
would take a hardened heart in- 
deed to condemn them for com- 
ing that day. 


The antiwar statements the 


seven made apparently were 
pert of the scenario of the 
meetings, the price of admis- 
sion.

Duration of hot flashes varies 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—Has any 


average been established as 
to how long women who suf- 
fer with "hot flashes" have 
to suffer from these freaks 
of nature? At my last check 
up I asked my doctor about 
this question and he asked if 
I was on any medicine and I 
told him no, I don't want to 
take hormones. Then he 
snapped "Well then I just 
won't tell you." He's tried to 
get me to take hormones for 
several years but I have a 
great fear of cancer and 
don't know enough to argue 
with this doctor who I feel 
is very competent otherwise. 


My fears may be ground- 


less but I am still afraid of 
the medicine. I thought if he 
would just tell me that these 
hot flashes would last just a 
few months more I could 
tough it out, and then it 
would be all over. They are 
really bad at night. Some- 
times I awaken with one of 
these1 "things" about'itt* hit 
and I grab for the fan, if I'm 


still not clutching it from the 
last one. I'm 52, and had my 
last period about a year ago 
and have been having the 
flashes about a year also. 


Dear Reader — The dura- 


tion of hot flashes varies. 
Some w o m e n are not 
bothered noticeably by them, 
others have them only a few 
months and others experi- 
ence them for a year or 
longer. It's unpredictable. 


There has long been con- 


cern that the use of female 
hormones could cause can- 
cer. The evidence that sup- 
ports this is rather meager. 
The problem is that lots of 
women develop cancer of the 
breast and female organs 
anyway and would do so 
even if they weren't given 
additional female hormones. 


In recent studies, there is 


some evidence to suggest 
that the women on female 
hormones are less likely to 
develop cancer of the breast 
than those who are not. Some

Choosing a New Name 


Embarrassed by his "foreign" 


name, a young man went to 
court to have it Americanized. 
But at the hearing, his own par- 
ents showed up to protest. In 
their eyes, he was disgracing his 
family and denying his past. 


Nevertheless, the court ap- 


proved the change. 


"The 
law," said the court, 


"does not require a man to per- 
petuate the surname of his an- 
cestors." 


Unlike fingerprints, names may 


be changed with comparative 
ease. One way is to "get your- 
self known" by a new name. But 
a speedier, safer way, allowed 
almost everywhere, is to have 
the change formally approved in 
a court procedure. 


Generally speaking, you may 


choose any name you please. 
However, courts do retain a cer- 
tain amount of discretion to say 
no.

The most common reason for 


a refusal is to prevent fraud. In 
one case, a man seeking a name 
change admitted that he had 
seven unsatisfied judgments hang- 
ing over his head. The court 
turned him down, figuring that 
he was mainly interested in 
throwing creditors off his trail. 


Commercial considerations also 


blocked another man's attempt 
to drop his first, middle, and 
last names in exchange for a 
single name. The court said: 


"Approval of the use of a sin- 


gle name would cause disruption 
of official records and complica- 
tions in our economy, largely de- 
pendent on credit of easily iden- 
tifiable persons." 


Occasionally a change will be 


turned down because it is just 
too freakish. 


Two actresses, paired as a 


night club team, once applied at 
the same time for exactly the 
same name. Under this arrange- 
ment, they pointed out to the 
court, neither one could get any 
more publicity than the other. 
They said they wanted to make 
certain that problems of profes- 
sional jealousy would never arise 
between them. 


But the judge foresaw so many 


mixups and complications that he 
denied their request. He said the 
two actresses would soon find 
themselves enacting a real-life 
"Comedy of Errors."

Then female hormones help 
to prevent the gradual thin- 
ning or dissolving of the 
bones that occurs frequently 
in women past the meno- 
pause. These changes lead to 
the humped back, loss of 
weight, and other skeletal 
changes.
